KEEP CLEAN SEED CLEAN 


Successful seed growers will agree 
that many new growers handle their 
crops successfully until harvest time 
but let it become contaminated dur- 
ing the process of cutting, threshing 
‘and cleaning. 

To avoid this, says J. E. Birdsall, 
Supervisor of Crop Improvement, 
machinery must be cleaned with great 
care. It may even be necessary to 
|partially dismantle the threshing 
inp or combine. A wire probe 
and a blower are useful in cleaning 
|cracks and crevices. Bundle racks

ALBERTA’S GRAIN PRODUCTION 
1946 

In spite of smaller acreages of oats 
and barley in Alberta this year, the 
umount of grain harvested will be con- 
siderably larger than that of 1946. 
ihe first estimate of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics indicates a total 
of 110,000,000 bushels of oats, and 
52,000,000 bushels of barley this year 
as compared with 76,000,vU) bushels 
of oats, and 37,000,000 bushels of bar- 
ley in 1945. Acreages of oats and bar- 
ley were reduced this year by 11% 
and 7% respectively. 

Wheat production 
142,000,000 bushels; the largest crop 
since 1942. On a seeded acreage otf 
7,500,000 this means an average yield 
of 18.9 bushels per acre, a substantial 
increase over 11.7 bushels in 1945, and 
well above the twenty-five year aver- 
age ol 16.8 bushels. 

The production of spring rye has 
more than doubled as compared with 
last year, and flaxseed shows an in- 
crease in production in spite of the 
fact that fewer acres were seeded.

As most farmers know, The Weed 
Act calls tor cleaning of threshing 
machines, combines and racks before 
movilg !roim one farm to another. Re- 
gardless of the legal aspects of the 
situation it is good business to spend 
a few minutes to thoroughly chean 
threshing equipment between farms. 
Many of the infestations of our more 
serious noxious weeds can be traced 
to weed seeds carried on threshing 
equipment or on trucks or wagons 
hauling grain. A few minutes with 
the broom may save weeks with the 
cultivator.
